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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of 
references of Furaya et al. and Freedman et al. do not make the claimed invention obvious over the prior art. Appliacnt argues that hot 
flashes are not sex hormone dependent condition. Applicants arguments are not persuasive since Furaya et al. teach that the compound 
cited in the rejection are used in treating sex hormone dependent diseases. The reference teaches that the claimed compound has 
gonadotropin releasing hormone antagonizing activity (abstarct). Freedman teaches that since gonadotropins become elevated at 
menopause, their possible role In the Initiation of hot flashes was Investigated and the article correlates hot flashes as sex hormone 
dependent condition. The rejections are therefore maintained. 
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
